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Response to Arguments 

1 . The Applicant's arguments filed June 1 0, 2005 with respect to the prior art 
rejections including Harrison (US 6154485) set forth in the office action dated 
April 21, 2005 have been considered, but they are not persuasive. 

The Applicant states that Harrison does not disclose determining a code 
correlation parameter based on an auto-correlation of a channel estimate. 
Further, the Applicant attempts to distinguish the use of "an auto-correlation" by 
citing a printed publication which details "The Autocorrelation Function". 
However, the Examiner insists that the prior art reference Harrison discloses, as 
broadly as claimed, an autocorrelation of a channel estimate. Harrison discloses, 
"Channel measurement and feedback processor 149 measures the 
characteristics of channels 108 and 109" (col. 4, lines 29-31). That is, the 
measurement of the channel characteristics of the pair of channels is considered 
to be an autocorrelation of the channel estimates of the channels. While the 
Applicant cites evidence that the claimed auto-correlation may function differently 
than that disclosed by Harrision, the claim itself does not provide any definite 
limitation to distinguish it from Harrison. The Applicant should plainly distinguish 
the claimed auto-correlation function such that it is specific enough to be 
definitively outside the scope of the disclosure of Harrison.
